DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3/6/09 
has been entered. 

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claim 1 and its dependent claims have been amended to limit the diluent to high 
flash point solvents, alcohol solvents, amide solvents, and sulfoxide solvents. This 
amendment overcomes the rejections over Suzuki, which only teaches a toluene/methyl 
ethyl ketone solvent, and there would have been no motivation for one of ordinary skill 
in the art to instead select from the claimed diluents. Similarly, DelDonno and Larson, 
as discussed in previous office actions, do not meet the limitation regarding diluents.
